^HE modern labor movement, to 
far at itt membert look for a 
trantformation of tociety beyond 
itt capitalittic form, approachet itt 
revolntionaiy ideal by three distinct 
roadt. 

One it the road of the labor nnion. 
The other that of the co-operathre 
clnb of contnmert or prodneera The 
third that of political action throngh 
the Socialitt party. 

All three of these roads will lead 
for a long time throngh the capital-'] 
ist system, and the labor organita- 
tions bitaing tbete roadt mutt ntt- 
nrally adapt their acthrily to such 
forms at the existing system permits. 
Conseqacntly the labor naiont, the 
co-operatives and the Socialitt party, 
in addition to their propaganda for 
their revolutionary alms, are com¬ 
pelled to accomplish whatever prac¬ 
tical steps they intend to take at 
such points where the existing sys¬ 
tem will jricld to them. 

All practical present-day activi^ 
inevitably remains limited to certain 
parts of the existing system. It can 
never touch the whole system. It 
can at heat pave the way for that 
decisive action which shall reach the

vita! spots of the present system and 
X>vertnm it completely. 

Any one of these three sides of la¬ 
bor organiaation by itself cannot ac¬ 
complish any lasting or fundamental 
improvements in the condition of the 
vast masses of the working people. 

Neither can any of them by itself 
achieve the transformation frSm 
Capitalism to Social-Democracy. 

There are members in each one of 
these organisations who swear only 
by their own particular form of the 
general movement. Some pin their 
faith wholly to labor onions and 
sne>r St political action or at co-op¬ 
eratives- Others decry labor unions 
and co-operatives and trust only in 
political action. A few believe only 
in co-operatives. 

But the logic of special evolution 
is stronger and more embracing than' 
the lopsided logic of jerkily reason¬ 
ing human beings. It enforces itself 
in all three forms of labor organixa- 
tions and will gradually compel the 
mutual co-operation of all three for 
the realiaation of their common gen¬ 
eral aims.

to know that they do not ail ranch 
equally far as improvers of existing 
conditions or as rcvolutioniacrs of 
the political and economic institu¬ 
tions of capitalism. Nor has the So- 
dalist party anything to fear from 
snch a comparison. 

Some advocates ol 'o-operatives 
and of labor nnions go to the extreme 
of daiming that co-operatives, or la¬ 
bor fanions, or even some particular 
form of labor union, are the most 
effective instruments for organixiug 
the constructive outlines of the Co¬ 
operative Commonwealth under the 
present system end of completing 
the final structure when it is time "to 
cross the bridge.* 

A little reflection will demonstrate 
that such claims are utterly at vari¬ 
ance with the facts. 

Co-operative clubs and labor 
nnions may become wondcrfnl in¬ 
struments of improvement for large 
bodies of organized workers under 
the present system, at least tempo- 
rarUy. But for the economic organi¬ 
sation of the co-operative common¬ 
wealth they are inferior in value and 
eBecUveness compared to the Sodal- 
iit party. " 

Co-operative clubs for consumers 
and producers, even if they retain 
thdr proletarian and revolutiottary 
character in the process of growth, 
can never gain control of the colos. 
sal industrial organiaations which 
form the essential levers of capitalist 
transformation. No co-operative 
dub or federation of clubs under the 
present system can ever hope to 
overcome the trusts. Railroads, 
telegraphs, mines, steel plants, banks, 
iron works, oil systems and other vi- 
td Btrcngholda of the capitalist sys¬ 
tem will not be captured by any 
other road than that of government 
ownership and of the conquest of the 
government tbrongfa the Socialist 
party. Ttie mere attempt of co-op- 
CTatives. if actually undertaken, to 
get control of those giant industries 
along the road of cooaumera’ or pro¬ 
ducers' clubs would speedily demon¬ 
strate the utopian reasoning of the 
co-operators, their lack of, under¬ 
standing for the determining’ factors 
of social evointioh. 

What co-operative rjuDi of work¬ 
ers can really accomplish under the 
present system, is to eliminate the 
functions of the smdl business men 
by meeting the powerful industriaf 
organisations of the capitalists 
throngh the purchasing or producing 
power of a more or Ier» insignificant 
or significant portion of the working 
class. Within this small radius the 
co-operatives may gain the advan. 
tage of wbolesale buying and sdling 
for their members. Beyond that they 
may be luefnl in the critical period 
of transition as organisers of thoee 
industrial groups which the great 
capitalisu leave nnorgantxed or would 
like to keep disorganised. 
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At their best, co-operative rinbs of 
worker^, if-they really do not Inse 
their revolntionary character, as so 
many of them have done, can do no 
moM-nnder Bie present -system- tbsfi 
to aUevtate the exploiution of a 
•mall portion of the working class. 
By far the larger portion of the 
working class will never be able to 
avail tbemaclves of these clubs as 1 
means of securing a better income 
or of making the wages received 
from capi^ists go a little farther as 
a purchasing medium. 

Neither can any worl^ers’ co-opera, 
tivc bops tw eoatrol the national or 
world market in any essential indns- 
trij I'me. They will necessarily re¬ 
main nnder the controlling power of 
the trusts for a large portion of their 
raw material or other products ne¬ 
cessary for tb’dr own work. Only 
the Sociafist party can dislodge these 
trusts economically and politically. 

The labor onions, even if organised 
on the indnstrial plan, are no more 
effective as improvers and niaintainers 
of the standard, of living for their 
members than the co-operatives arc. 
They can neither control the great 
means of prodnetion nor the great 
markets. Indeed, the co-operatives 
have a litde the best of it in that re¬ 
spect. There is not a single improve¬ 
ment oblainabic by strildag and by 
the clcv^ shop that cannot be soc- 
ccssfnlly' nnlUfied by tbs capitalists. 
Industrial unionism is as powcrisss 
against this as craft nnionism. No 
mere Konomic labor organiaation, 
not even a complete indtutrial naioa 
of all cxistiag labor organizations it- 
tbs United States, car. gain env par- 
manest eco n o m ic advantages for its 
members throngh any strike. Mnch 
less enn snch sa sll-Msbracing Indns- 
trial nnion perform, without the aid 
nf the Socialist party, the fnnetion of 
transforming the trusts into cogs of 


the co-operative commonwealth. 

Those who claim that an indnstrial 
nnion can perform this function, 
overlook the fact that the capitalists 
have already organized the great in¬ 
dustries on a co-operative plan and 
that no industrial nnion can improve 
much on the efficiency of those vast 
industrial units. Not the economic 
organization of the trusts, but their 
ownership must be changed by the 
working class. No labor onion, no 
matter what form -its organization, 
can wrest the ownership of the trusts 
from its present holders by a strike. 

The useful fnnetion of any labor 
organization on the economic field is 
to teach its members the lesson of 
class organisation, to schcul them in 
the necessity of clast action, to de¬ 
fend as much as possible its individ¬ 
ual membert and itt clast against 
the attacks of organized capital. 

A “PrMto, Change!” 

The rabid indnatrial* unionist does 
not intend to get control of the 
trusts by organising production, but 
by the utter cessation of production, 
by a general strike. 

If all the labor organizations in the 
United States SwJay were industrially 
framed and wenr on strike as one 
man, the result umuld not be the 
Co-operative Commonwealth, bul dis¬ 
organization, destruction, turvitiom 
bloodshed and apidemics. Granted 
that the capitalists would suffer from 
such a chaos, it is very doubtful 
whether capi^ism and the ruling 
clast as a whole would be destroyed. 
And the working class would not 
only suffer as much at the capitalists, 
but more in the reaction which mast 
iuevitably follow such an uphetvcL 

It is very doubtful whether the 
working clast would come out tri¬ 
umphant in such an issue fought by 
such means. If the issue must be 
fought our in that way, let ns at least 
have SOME of the political pow«r 
and armed forces on our side. Other¬ 
wise it is far more likely that the out¬ 
come wilt be the Iron Heel than the 
Brother! ood oi Man. 

The Socialist party can and will act 
in such an emergency ai the corner¬ 
stone of the new society and as the 
one force that can cope successfully 
with anarchy of all ports. 

It embraces bbth organized and nn- 
org'snized workers. It captures end 
bolds the political powers of legisla¬ 
tion, executive administration, legal 
interpretatiaa, and the arr-icd powera, 
of the capitalitt atate. It will and can 
iae as much of this power at H 
holds in the Interest of the working 
clast. It will and can safeguard, main¬ 
tain and extend the advantages gained 
temporarily throaad> co-operstivea hr 
labor unions. It can and will take Md 
of the great indnstrial organizations 
of the capitalist clast and work them 
by means of the organization which 
the CAPITALISTS htve errateffi 
even if every union member shonld 
have been lo^ed out 

More than ever is it necessary to 
emphasise the stuMndous worth of 
political power for the working cla^

r first sight the sabject seems 
an odd one for a New' Yorker 
to write aboM in a M^aakcc 
paper. The MUwankee comrades sre 
busy with the practical proUems of 
municipal administration while we 
here in New York have no tay what¬ 
ever in the govermaent of 'snr world 
city. Nor docs the most optimistic 
member of the local party ventare to 
prophesy that there ia any immediate 
likelihood of oar having a eay. Bat 
it is jnst because thiT Milwaakee com¬ 
rades ere facing the heavy responsi- 
bilitiet of manicipal administration 
that a few words on the subject may 
be pertinent. For th^ doebtlest find 
that their m uniejp alhy, like most or 
all Amerieu dtica, is sadly hamper¬ 
ed by old laws, by lack of power to 
chuge these lews and by pretty con- 
ttant interference by the state legit- 
latare. So far from bnvips a clear 
field ia MBwufcae they are ditcked 
ud hasudcd ha many dirictions. 

In Amerier. onr municipal govern- 
menu are Msaen with Ibe state and 


federal governments in a cettom con¬ 
temptuous regard from the paUic.

Likely enough it 4stee 
beck to the time when any mu who 
objected to pnblic intcrfcrenca with 
what he termed his private affairs 
conld move himself ud hie family 
into the back woods, take' up lud 
ud Tivkf a neW home for himself by 
the work of bit own bands.

Helms says Socialist pro^am 
is gaining ground. 

"Municipal ownership' and home 
rule forces are in crntrol of the 
League of Americas MunicipalitieSt" 
said Aid. £. T. Melms on bia return 
I from the annual coovention of that i 
organization held in Atlanta, October: 
4a S. 6. I 

"You can not regulate what you do; 
not own—the city should own all nat¬ 
ural monopolies, all public utilities—, 
these ideas were voiced by most of: 
the speakers and while there was no 
official endorsement of public owner¬ 
ship, it was clear chat the sentiment 
w'as all running that way.** says 
Melms. 

Want Free Cities 
"The importance of getting home 
rule for cities was recognized in 
many discussions and plans were laid 
by whicl th* league will use its in¬ 
fluence in the various states toward 
securing home rule. Los Angeles and 
a few other cities are provided with 
liberal charters. 

They arc free to do practically all 
of the things which the last Wiscon- 
sio legislature refused to grant the 
city of Milwaukee the right to do. 
And while there are a few free cities 
in this respect, most of them tied up 
by state laws just as Milwaukee is." 

"Let the Citiet Own” 
can see a steady drift in favor of 
municipal ownership. The last con¬ 
vention vof this league 1 attended was 
in Norfolk, Va., four years ago. At | 
that time the henchmen of private j 
ownership had a hold on the league j 
which they have now lost.” j 

"There was an interesting clash 
between Arthur S. Huey, vice-presi¬ 
dent. National Electric Co.. Chicago 
and Leslie C. Smith, supei iJteodent of 
the department of public service. 
Cleveland. Ohio. Huey spoke to fa- 
vqr of tbe regulation of public utilities 
and explained or rather tried to ex¬ 
plain. the advantages of regulation. 

Cannot Regnkta 

Smith answered him with tbe oldi 
favorite argument of the Socialists, j 
that you cin^t regulate a thing you 
don't own, that regulation has never 
proved to be tbe success that mnnici- 
pal' ownership has.** 

"While the league is slowly 
growing and now has a membership 
^of 150 cities, it ought to have 400 or^ 
mor: citiet. I suggested that com¬ 
mittees be appointed on memberahip 
and organization, one for each state, 
these committees to ’circularize and 
otherwise show tbe advantages of the 
league to cities which are not mem¬ 
bers. This idtt was adopted and such 
committees are to be appointed.” 

Ifilwaakeo Near Baer 
**Wc had some interesting views of 
the way prohibition works in a dry 
city in a dry state. One of the dele¬ 
gates stopped in at a place having a 
sign that said. 'Soft Drinks and Near 
Beer.’ He called for near beer. The 
barkeeper asked him if he wanted it 
bottled.

Thirty-Eight Tbouaand Shopmen on 

Illinoia Central, Union and South¬ 
ern Pacific RaUroada Quit Work 

Following is the declaration made 
by C. H. Markham, president of the 
Illinois Central railroad; "It would 
only be a question of year* till the 
operating men became members of 
the system federation. That would 
place this railroad at the mercy of a 
compact body of labor to enforce its 
demands by tying up the entire sys¬ 
tem at all points, liut is why 1 am 
Opposed to the system federation 
plan of organization.”

Of 
course the form of the letter showed 
plain enough that similiar letters had 
been sent to hundreds of people, each 
one being told that he or she had 
been singled out for a magnanimous 
gift. 

Sow a piano dealer that will give 
out credits for $165 right and left isn't 
likely to be giving anyth:r.g away It 
it pretty safe to expect that when you . 
come to buy a piano and turn in the 
credit a* part payment that you will 
pay at least that much more than it 
is worth, so the dealer will not lo^e 
in the game. The town has been pep¬ 
pered with these suspicious "gifts.*’ 
and it is hard to regard il as anything 
else than barefaced fraud, and if the 
Krciter Co. can prove that their deal¬
